For years, EnerGuide labels have helped consumers understand energy consumption and cost when 
shopping for household appliances. Now, new car buyers have the same opportunity. Beginning with 
the 1999 model year, new cars, vans and light-duty trucks sold in Canada carry a new EnerGuide fuel 
consumption label. The label is standardized across the industry and appears on its own or is com- 
bined with the vehicle options and price label on the side window of each new vehicle. An annual Fuel 
Consumption Guide is published, listing the fuel consumption ratings for each new vehicle.

ENERGUIDE FOR EQUIPMENT 


Regulations under Canada’s Energy Efficiency Act require that new major household appliances and 
room air conditioners show an EnerGuide label. Labelling helps consumers obtain consistent and 
reliable information on relative energy efficiency performance. 


The EnerGuide label for major household appliances provides a yearly energy consumption rating, 
whereas the EnerGuide label for room air conditioners provides an energy efficiency ratio. All ratings 
are based on a standard test procedure. The rating on the labels are compared on a scale that shows 
the most and least efficient comparable models available in a given year.

ALTERNATIVE TRANSPORTATION FUELS 


This federal initiative serves to encourage the production and use of alternative fuels and alterna- 
tive fuel vehicles. The initiative comprises economic and market studies, emissions and safety 
assessments, information and technology transfer and assistance to industry to promote and 
demonstrate cost-effective applications. Natural Gas for Vehicles Incentives, in place in Alberta 
and all provinces east, were renewed as of February 1, 1999, for another three years. This program 
will provide a contribution of $2,000 for each factory-built natural gas vehicle, a contribution of 
$500 for road vehicles converted to natural gas, a contribution to help foster new refuelling out- 
lets, cost-shared marketing and awareness activities, and co-funded research and development.
